It may be recalled thai immediately after the ar­ 
mistice the Communists tried to gain control of the 
German government and establish in Germany the 
Soviet regime of Russia.

mutiny, and Germany had been beaten to its knees 
in even a more humiliating fashion than it had been 
by Napoleon in 1806.
